The  above  is  from  an  actual,  photograph,  showing  part  of  our  field  of 
buperb  and  Progressive  Everbearing  Strawberries,  taken  on  Oct.  15th,  1915. 
This  field  was  set  in  the  spring  of  the  same  year  and  that  fall  we  picked  170 
bushels  of  berries,  the  day  this  photo  was  taken  we  picked  nearly  11  bushel  and 
then  did  not  get  them  all  picked. 

This  picture  has  been  used  by  several  different  Nurserymen  in  their 
catalogs,  who  have  represented  it  to  be  a picking  of  various  varieties  other 
than  Superb  and  Progressive.  Anyone  so  using  it  is  not  giving  true  facts. 


INTRODUCTION 


Our  Business — ^We  have  for  several  years  been  growing  berry  plants  in  a large 
way,  shipping  many  of  them  in  full  carload  lots,  and  supplying  some  of  the  largest  and 
most  reputable  Nurserymen  with  plants,  they  again  selling  them  at  greatly  advanced 
prices. 

Location — We  are  located  on  the  Boston  & Maine  Railroad,  in  the  extreme  east- 
ern part  of  the  state,  among  the  foothills  of  the  Adirondack  Mountains,  and  only  a few 
miles  from  either  Vermont  or  Massachusetts.  In  this  locality  wild  berries,  both  Rasp- 
berries and  Strawberries  grow  to  a perfection  that  is  seldom  attained  in  any  other 
place.  Our  winters  are  very  severe,  thus  making  our  plants  much  more  hardy  than 
those  grown  in  warmer  localities.  Our  soil  varies  from  a gravel  loam  to  muck,  pro- 
ducing large  plants  with  a great  abundance  of  fibrous  roots.  I believe  there  is  no  place 
in  the  Country  that  will  grow  better  Red  Raspberry  plants  than  here. 

Terms — Cash  should  accompany  the  order,  or  one-fourth  when  order  is  sent  and 
balance  before  plants  are  shipped.  Money  may  be  sent  any  way  that  is  most  conven- 
ient to  the  sender.  50  will  be  given  at  100  rates,  500  at  1000  rates.  If  plants  are  to 
be  sent  by  Parcel  Post  add  20  cts.  per  100  for  strawberries  and  40  cts.  per  100  for 
raspberries. 

Guarantee— -We  guarantee  our  plants  to  be  true  to  name,  yet  through  mistake, 
should  any  be  sent  that  did  not  prove  so,  we  will  gladly*  return  purchase  price.

Substitution — In  case  we  should  be  out  of  a variety  ordered,  we  will  not  sub- 
stitute unless  so  requested.

RASPBERRIES 

During  the  past  few  years  most  farm  crops  have  been  selling  below  the  cost  of 
production,  while  berries  have  been  bringing  very  high  prices.  In  our  own  surrounding 
markets  the  reds  have  been  selling  at  a price  that  would  bring  the  net  returns  from  an 
acre,  to  a figure  almost  unbelievable. 

We  are  the  largest  growers  in  the  United  States  of  Red  Raspberry  bushes. 

Cuthbert — The  most  popular  red  on  the  market,  very  productive  of  the  best 
quality  of  fruit.  $1.00  per  25;  $3.00  per  100;  $25.00  per  1000.

We  guarantee  every  plant  to  be  true  to  name.  20c  each;  $4.00  per  25;  $12.00  per  100. 

St.  Regis  Everbearing— Does  well  with  many  producing  abundant  crops  until 
frost,  canes  are  the  hardiest  of  the  reds,  should  be  given  a trial.  We  are  growing 
several  hundred  thousand  plants  of  this  variety,  and  our  stock  is  pure.  $1.00  per  25; 
$2.25  per  100;  $18.00  per  1000. 

Victory — 'Introduced  by  O.  A.  D.  Baldwin,  of  Bridgman,  Mich.  In  growth  of  bush, 
firmness  and  quality  of  fruit,  very  similar  to  Cuthbert,  yet  bush  is  more  hardy  and 
productive  and  fruit  is  larger.  Every  grower  should  give  it  a trial.  $1.75  per  25;  $5.00

Latham — A new  red  from  Minnesota,  perfectly  hardy,  and  one  of  the  most  produc- 
tive of  the  reds.

Superb— The  leading  everbearing  strawberry  in  the  North,  an  ideal  plant  grower, 
berries  are  large  as  the  largest  summer  fruiting  varieties  and  almost  perfect  in  shape. 
Beside  its  fall  fruiting  qualities,  it  is  as  a summer  cropper,  one  of  the  most  productive 
varieties  ever  introduced,  and  is  well  worth  the  price  charged  for  the  plants  for  its 
summer  fruiting  qualities  alone.  50c  per  25;  $1.50  per  100;  $10.00  per  1000. 

- Progressive — With  us  this  has  proven  to  be  the  most  productive  as  a fall  cropper, 
of  all  the  everbearers,  they  are  so  persistent  in  producing  berries  that  many  of  the 
runner  plants  send  out  fruiting  stems  before  they  do  roots;  this  variety  will  yield  a 
heavy  crop  the  same  year  the  plants  are  set.  Berries  are  medium  in  size  and  of  excellent 
flavor,  being  in  this  respect  better  than  most  June  fruiting  varieties.  There  have  been 
a great  many  plants  sold  as  Progressive,  which  proved  to  be  Senator  Dunlap.  Price 
same  as  Superb. 

t/Peerless — Quite  similar  to  Superb,  claimed  by  some  to  be  larger  and  more  pro- 
ductive. 60c  per  25;  $1.75  per  100;  $12.00  per  1000. 

Neverfail — ^This  variety  has  not  done  as  well  with  us  as  Superb.  With  some  it 
yields  better.  75c  per  25;  $2.00  per  100;  $14.00  per  1000. 

Champion — A new  variety  very  similar  to  Progressive,  generally  considered  more 
productive.  We  obtained  our  first  plants  direct  from  the  introducer.  60c  per  25;  $1.75 
per  100;  $12.00  per  1000.
